Ota the 26th March, 1981, the Station Officer Churkhi 
received information about the presence of the going of 
dscoit Vijajr Singh near village Urknra and Nibbana. His 
attempts to apprehend the gang failed. But when he return¬ 
ed to the Police Station he received information about the 
presence of another gang of dacoit Ini a Ram Sriram in vil¬ 
lage Sem. In view of failure in the earlier attempt to appre¬ 
hend the gang of dacoit Vijay Singh, the Station Officer pro¬ 
ceeded to apprehend the gang of dacoit Lalaram Sriram in 
plain clothes. The Police party consisted among others, of 
Shii Bhagwat Singh, Constable. On reaching the village, 
when the Police were trying to verify the information about 
the presence of the dacoitthe dacoits who were hiding in 
a bouse nearby opened fire on the Police, as a result of 
which the Station Officer, one Sub-Inspector of Police, two 
Potico Constables including Shri Bhagwat .Singh received seri¬ 
ous injuries. All the Police Officers except Shri Bhagwat 
Singh, Constable and Shri Bhooro Lai, Sub-Inspector, died on 
the spot. Even through Shri Bhagwat Singh serious injured 
ho crawled upto the Sub-Inspector under the raining bullets 
and carried him on his back to a place of safety, gave him 
first aid by tearing off his own shirt andpant for bandaging 
the wounds of SI. Unfortunately, the SI could not survive 
and died- Taking advantage of the opportunity the dacoits 
escaped. 

Duriag the encounter with the dacoits, Shri Bhagwat Singh 
(.inhibited courage and devotion to duty. He rendered medical 
assistance to his fellow policemen in disregard of his personal 

safety. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4( i t of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police Medal 
usd consequently carries with it the special allowance admis¬ 
sible under rule 5, with effect from the 26th March, 1981.

Statement of Services for which Decoration has been Awarded. 

On the 2nd November, 1979, Shri Harpal Singh Tomar, 
Sub-Inspector of Police. District Morena, received informa¬ 
tion that the gang of dacoit Chandan Chamar consisting of 
six dacoits was present in the sugarcane field between villages 
Sakatpnr and Mundrnoja in the jurisdiction of Jora Police 
Station. He informed Shri Basant Lai Taran, Superintendent 
of Police. District Morena, about the presence of the dacoit 
gang. A plan of action was chalked out. The Police force 
available was divided into four groups. Three of them 
were asked to encircle the field from the northern, western and 
eastern Rides of the field and cut off all possible routes. Shri 
j2—511GI/82 


Taran was to lead the ambush party. All the Police parties 
reached their respective positions. The three parties proceed¬ 
ing from the northern, western and eoffer sides starts going 
closer to the sugaicane field. Since there was a nallah adjoin¬ 
ing the sugarcane field which could have made the escape 
possible for the dacoits, the ambush party took up the posi¬ 
tion on the other side- of the canal. Shri Taran along with 
Shri Harpal Singh Tomar and Shri Dhupa Ram, Head Cons¬ 
table No. 78, advanced towards a culvert by crawling and 
crossing the Canal and took up position on the other side of 
the cutverL. When the Police party led by the Circle Inspec¬ 
tor Jaora reached near the sugarcane field, the dacoits 
discovered their approach and opened fire on them, 
and stalled running towards the Nallah where Shri Taran, 
Shri Harpal Singh Tomar and Shri Dhupa Ram were lying 
in ambush. They challenged the dacoits to surrender bHt the 
dacoits opened heavy lire on the Police. The Police also 
opened heavy fire on the dacoits as a result of which one 
dacoit fell down. The group led by Shri Taran. was in fore¬ 
front of the encounter. Jn the meantime firing started from 
all directions by all the Police parties, as also by the villa¬ 
gers of Mundraojn. The volley of fire coming from various 
directions was passing over the head of the ambush group 
of the Police. The group led by Shri Taran then crawled 
back across the deep canal and returned towards their origi¬ 
nal position. In the encounter four dacoits wore killed. A 
number of arms and ammunitions were captured. 


In the encounter with the dacoits Shri Basant Lai Taran, 
Shri Harpal Singh Tomar and Shri Dhupa Ram exhibited 
conspicous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 

order. 


These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carry With them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 2nd November, 1979.

2. The necessity for an apex body to evolve national poli¬ 
cies for development and use of water resources in confor¬ 
mity with the highest national interests has been emphasised in 
recent years by various authorities including the Irrigation 
Commission, National Commission on Agriculture and the 
Rashtrlya Barh Ayog.

(f) To advise on practices and procedures, administra¬ 
tive arrangements and regulations for the fair distri¬ 
bution and utilisation of water resources by different 
beneficiaries keeping in view optimum developments 
and the maximum benefits to the people. 

(g) To make such other recommendations as would fos¬ 
ter expeditious and environmentally sound und 
economical development of water resources in vari¬ 
ous regions. 

5. The Council shall meet as often as may be necessary and 
in any case at least once in a year. 

6. The Council shall frame its own rules of busiuespimci 
procedure. 

7. The Ministry of Irrigation shall furnish such adminis¬ 
trative or other assistance as may be required. 

8. The National Water Resources Council stands constituted 
from the date of publication of this Resolution in the Gazette 
of India.
